A special effort should be made to plug your playdate for "Enter Laughing’ to 
local residents who have an interest in the ''theatre.'' This should include mem- 
bers of amateur and professional theatrical groups, anyone who has ever 
appeared in a stage presentation. Plant a story in your paper and a theatre 
board, asking for this sort of actor participation in your campaign. 


USE THE PLAY! 


The Broadway stage play of "Enter Laugh- 
ing'' opened at the Henry Miller Theatre in 
New York on March 13, 1963 to excellent 
reviews. It enjoyed a run of 419 perform- 
ances and now is a regular stock company 
and summer show offering. Through a news- 
paper story and lobby board, invite resi- 
dents who have seen the play to compare it 
with the movie in a radio interview. And, 
perhaps, they have programs or other play- 
going souvenirs of ''Enter Laughing" for use 
in your lobby display? 


e Arrange with local drama critic for inter- 
views with high school and college players, 


and for special columns on his own remi- 
nisces of beginners who made good. 


e Interview actors on tape for later broad- 
cast, following a screening of the picture. 


¢ Ina tie-in with a local beauty parlor, have 
an expert in make-up demonstrate the art 


on volunteer "Enter Laughing'’ patrons in 
theatre lobby. Publicize the stunt with a 
lobby poster and signs in the beauty shop. 


e Have actors appear on a radio or televi- 
sion round table discussion program, relating 
their experiences as amateur performers, 
their first acting jobs, their funniest first 
night experiences, advice to actors, etc.

ENTER LAUGHING’ NOVEL AIDS FILM COMEDY 
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FOR BEGINNERS! 


In “Enter Laughing," Reni Santoni plays a 
youth whose dream of being an actor is more 
important than anything—and anyone—else 
in his life. When he finally gets an oppor- 
tunity to act, he hilariously bungles it. Both 
these elements of the story can be used by 
newspaper columnists and other communica- 
tions media for interesting material that 
helps plug "Enter Laughing." For example: 


e Youngsters are newspaper-interviewed 
on what they hope to make of their lives, 
what obstacles—financial, educational, etc. 
—they must overcome and how they plan 
to overcome them. Radio and television 
round-table discussions might be held with 
youngsters and educators, or with persons 
working in the career fields chosen by the 
teenagers. 


e Newspaper columnist might reminisce 
about his first days on a newspaper, and 
the "goofs" he made; radio and television 
reviewers might do the same, in discussing 
"Enter Laughing." And one or another of 
these media VIP's might invite letters from 
others describing their own particular early- 
day career tribulations. Or interviews 
might be staged with local civic, social and 
educational personalities on their efforts to 
break into those fields in which they now 
enjoy their well-earned reputations. 


Promotion efforts along these lines are not 
intended to be serious, although the mes- 
sage they carry might be. In "Enter Laugh- 
ing''—as a novel, as a play and now as a 
movie—Carl Reiner shows the funny side of 
what can seem like major tragedy. VIP's 
participating in this sort of promotion effort 
can do the same. 


SOUNDTRACK 
ALBUM 


The "Enter Laughing" soundtrack album is 
being issued by Liberty Records with plans 
for a comprehensive point-of-sale and trade 
campaign. Album contains the Quincy Jones 
music as well as the main title song, sung by 
Mel Carter, with vocals by Carl Reiner. Go 
after disc jockey plays and plugs, music store 
displays, etc. Present the album to com- 
munications VIP's, hospitals and local libraries 
which lend out records. 


There also is a Mel Carter single of the title 
tune, for juke-box and disc jockey plays as 
well as everything else that might be worked! 
This 45 rpm single also is a release from 
Liberty Records. 


BO AFTER THE GIRL-WATCHERS! 


Reni Santoni, the teen-age hero of ''Enter Laughing," and his close pal Michael J. Pollard, 
are unabashed girl-watchers in the comedy. Use this angle on a lobby board — "Girl 
Watchers! You'll Want to See, etc.'' — and in other showmanship approaches. These 
might include an attractively-clad girl bally with a sign on her back, "If You Can Read This, 
You're a Girl-Watcher and You'll Enjoy Seeing 'Enter Laughing’, etc." A disc jockey might 
interview young men around town as to which are the best spots for girl-watching, in their 
opinion, and he also might ask girls if they mind being girl-watched." 
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The Fawcett World Library has published a Gold Medal 
paperback edition of the novel by Carl Reiner, with cover 
credits. Work with Fawcett representatives, book jobbers and 
all book outlets. 


e Make up a quantity of book marks, using a pressbook ad, 
with "Read the Book, See the Picture" credits. Place mer- 
chant's ad on back and distribute in libraries, insert in books, 
as package stuffers, in schools, etc. 


e Promote copies of the book from distributors for contest 
prizes, as giveaways, etc. 

e Provide one-sheet posters for special book outlets, with 
sniped playdate and theatre credits. 


e Use a copy of the book as center art in a lobby or store 
display with ribbons leading from pages of the novel to the 
scenes in the film that they describe. 


THE STARS

Jose Ferrer has never before been 
accused of “chewing up the scenery,” 
of giving a performance that is flam- 
boyant and ultra-ham, but he does just 
that in the new Columbia Pictures re- 
lease, “Enter Laughing,’ now at the 
rR i. Theatre in Eastman color. 

Academy Award winner as best ac- 
tor of the year for his performance as 
“Cyrano de Bergerac,” Ferrer is one 
of the most highly-honored and highly- 
respected personalities in the world of 
the international stage and screen. In 
“Enter Laughing,” however, he plays 
to the hilarious hilt an alcohol-fogged 
ham who operates a poverty-stricken 
theatre and acting school where he 
tries to cope with the enormous ambi- 
tions and small talents of aspiring 
youngsters.

Reni Santoni, whose first name 
rhymes with “penny,” makes his mo- 
tion picture debut as a stage-struck 
youngster in “Enter Laughing,” Co- 
lumbia Pictures release in Eastman 
Color atiihes se Theatre. Also 
starred in the comedy are a number 
of people who, long after their own 
debuts, still are stage-struck. They in- 
clude Academy Award winners Jose 
Ferrer and Shelley Winters; night 
club, television and stage stars Elaine 
May and Jack Gilford; Janet Margolin, 
David Opatoshu, Michael J. Pollard, 
Don Rickles and Richard Deacon. 

Santoni’s starring role had its gene- 
sis in the life story of still another of 
the stage-struck—Carl Reiner, who 
won television fame on the Sid Caesar 
Show, also is known as the producer 
and creator of the Dick Van Dyke 
Show, where he sometimes appeared 
as the ogre-ish television comedian 
for whom Van Dyke wrote.
